RocKAWsT BXAca, U I., Jan. 3.— Great 
fears are entertained hero for the aafety of 
five unknown men who are out in opea 
boats, hemmed in by ice In the middle 
of Janiai, n H»y. !' is almost an Im-

exposure much longer, and, nnleea 
extricated very soon, they will be froien 
to death. Three of the men, who war* 
evidently on a duck-shooting expedition, 
iKiardcd a train for Rockaway Beach at 
the Aquedui-t Station, whore they hired a 
boat at the dock and rowed out half-way 
a<-ross the bay toward Riffle Bar, when the 
tide began to nut out, causing large quan- 
tities of Ice to anrronnd them and prevent 
their making any headway.

(Prominent; cars broiul, moderiitelylolig, 
Ithin' and covered with short hair; collai 
|fuU from breast and shoulders, taper- 
iing'gradually nil tlie way to wliere the 
back and head join; neck short, thick 
and''strong and free from coarse and 
loose' skin; shoulders broad and full, 
and at the siBiie lime join so gi-adnallv 
to the collar forward anil the cliine

Cooking Food for Cattle, 

Prof.. Wallace has been urging the 
OM of cooked food for cattle. He 
qtiotes the experience of a feeder in the 
eajtern countries who adopted the

water. The dry fodder, which may be 
wheat, barley or oat straw, is chaflTed 
and laid out in a heap on a good level 
floor, and the concentrated food mixed 
with it Hot water is then thrown pver 
th^pile until the wat«r begins to ooze 
'0ut4t the base. The gentleman referred 
to -whfi used wheat and barjey sU aw, 
fed 108 fat buUocks and 86 young cattle 
fiteabou*- fimen weeks on an aver,ige. 
. The labor was not much increased, and 
the boiling of the necessary water took 
only about 2J hundred weight of coal 
per ^' fiok. His report is timt he never
